It  will  be  seen  that  deaths  from  cancer  is  again  the  highest  yet  recorded.  There  is 
apparently  no  increase  in  any  particular  organ  affected.  This  increase  in  cancer 
deaths  cannot  be  accounted  for  by  deaths  occurring  in  the  Marie  Curie  institution  at 
Tidoombe. 

Looking  back. 

It  might  interest  councillors  to  study  the  statistics  from  the  earliest  annual  report, 
for  the  Borough  in  my  possession.  It  is  dated  1913. 

Then  the  death  rate  was  12.54  per  1000  living  and 
the  birth  rate  16.07  per  1000. 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  67.08.  per  1000  births. 

Infectious  diseases  -  3  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  and 
24  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

As  you  see  the  crude  death  rate  for  i960  is  13.3  that  is  actually  higher  than  in 
191 3 >  which  is  surprising  in  view  of  the  increased  improvement  in  sanitation  and 
medical  care.  It  is  extremely  difficult  to  account  for  this  as  such  factors  as 
Infantile  mortality  and  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  were  much  more  in  evidence  in  1913 
than  at  the  present  time.  Also  in  1913  the  local  factory  only  employed  1000  operatives 
which  might  indicate  that  there  were  fewer  young  people  resident  in  the  Borough  in 
1913. 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  for  the  Area. 


1 •  Nursing  in  the  Home.  No  change . 

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery  is  carried  out  by  the  two  district  nurses. 

3.  Laboratory  Facilities.  There  are  two  in  the  Area  -  The  County  Labcratory  and 
that  connected  with  the  Royal  Devon  &  Exeter  Hospital.  The  County  Laboratory  has 
now  removed  to  the  University  premises. 

Health  Education.  Several  lectures  wore  given  on  prevention  of  Home  accidents 
and  one  on  Fluoridation  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

5*  Chiropody  Services.  Service  operates  for  the  old  people  and  is  run  by  their 
association  and  which  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

6 .  Tiverton  Borough  and  Rural  District  Hospital  Services. 

There  are  three  Hospitals  situated  in  the  borough  which,  up  to  now  have  performed 
the  bulk  of  the  Hospital  work  of  the  town  and  district. 

(i)  The  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital. 

(ii)  The  Belmont  Hospital. 

(iii)  Post  Hill  Hospital. 

The  first  of  these  is  a  general  hospital  dealing  ;/ith  surgical,  medical  and 
maternity  cases.*  It  has  a  properly  equipped  operating  theatre  and  x-ray  depart¬ 
ment,  but  no  laboratory  facilities.  The  more  difficult  surgical  and  medical 
cases  are  dealt  with  in  Exeter  and  recently,  owing  to  the  reduction  in  surgical 
staff,  surgical  emergencies  have  been  sent  to  Exeter  for  this  reason. 

The  hospital  also  has  a  busy  accident  and  out-patient  department  which  from 
time  to  time  becomes  overtaxed  by  the  increasing  number  of  road  accidents. 

The  building  was  originally  a  dispensary  and  has  been  added  to  over  the  past 
100  years  with  the  consequence  that  it  is  rambling  and  antiquated.

Also,  as  it  is  in  the  centre  of  the  town,  at  a  busy  cross  roads,  it  is  extremely 
noisy. 

The  Maternity  department  is  a  more  modern  section  and  much  the  most  satisfactory 
part  of  the  building.  It  however,  is  not  large  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  area  it  serves. 

(ii)  The  Belmont  Hospital  with  90  beds  and  also  with  part  3  accommodation,  was 
formerly  a  workhouse,  although  greatly  modernised,  it  still  shows  traces  of  its 
lowly  origin. 

It  seems  icredible  that  it  is  still  without  a  lift  -  This  means  that  helpless 
aged  and  arthritic  patients  are  carried  up  three  flights  of  stairs  by  hand  - 
Once  they  are  upstairs  the  more  helpless  tend  to  remain  there. 

The  amount  of  running  up  and  downstairs  which  the  staff  have  to  do  is,  of 
course,  considerable. 

This  hospital  also  is  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the  aged  sick  of  the  district 
which  it  serves. 

(iii)  Post  Hill  is  a  former  Isolation  which  serves  a  valuable  purpose  in  caterii 
for  convalescent  and  also  for  acute  and  chronic  medical  cases. 

It  is  however,  some  two  miles  out  of  the  town  and  has  no  facilities  for  radio¬ 
logical  investigations.  This  limits  its  usefulness  to  certain  types  of  cases. 

Summary. 

I  am  strongly  of  the  opinion  that  the  time  is  overdue  when  Tiverton  and  distric" 
should  be  provided  with  an  up  to  date  hospital  building  with  modern  facilities 
to  replace  the  present  piecemeal,  antiquated  arrangements. 

The  present  system  is  difficult  to  run,  wasteful  of  staff  and  taga  a  heavy 
burden  on  the  doctors. 

Whipton  Isolation  Hospital.  Infectious  cases  are  sent  to  this  hospital 
where  accommodation  is  always  adequate. 

An  ante-natal  Clinic,  is  held  every  Tuesday  at  2.30  p.m.  at  the  Tiverton  and 
District  Hospital. 

A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Tiverton  and  District  Hospital  twice 
monthly. 

7.  Liaison  arrangements.  Our  local  hospitals  are  largely  staffed  by  general 
practitioners  which  constitutes  an  advantage  as  regards  liaison. 

8.  Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers.  None  in  the  Area.
